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A Quick Menu to 
Serve When Time 
Shortens Dinner 


By JEANNETTE YOUNG NOR- 
TON. 
HAT shall I do about dinner? 
Wm: is the disturbing thought 
* that comes to a housewife’s 
mfnd, when she is planning a day’s 
needed shopping and still must be 
home, in time to get the dinner. 
The answer is get dinner before 
you go. That is, prepare every- 
thing so that the dinner may be 
gotten inside of a half hour upon 
your return. To do this, a simple 
ménu must be prepared and every- 
thing fixed to start cooking while 
you are getting into your working 
gown. The following is a sample 
of a quick menu: 
Menu. 


Boulllon, wafers. 

Fish in ramekins. 

Cold baked ham, escalloped po- 
tatoes, deviled eggs. 
Lettuce ealad, 

cheese, 

Fruit jelly, whipped cream, cof- 
fee. 

The-boulllon is made by putting 
a cube into each cup and filling it 
with boiling water. The fish rame- 
kins may be prepared and set in 
the icebox and will cook in 20 min- 
utes. Take for four people a can 
of tuna fish, or salmon, drain, free 
from skin’ and bones and flake it. 
Add to the fish a small cupful of 
crumbs, a beaten egg, a tablespoon- 
ful of soft butter; pepper, salt, 
juice of an onion, a ‘tablespoonful 
of capers, a teaspoonful of chop- 
ped celery leaves, and a little milk, 
or cream, to soften the mass. Heap 
Ughtly into buttered ramekins and 
set in the icebox until ready to 
bake. 

Slice six potatoes thin and let 
stand for an hour in cold water. 
Drain the potatoes and arrange 
them in a well buttered shallow 
baking dish. Dot generously with 
butter, dust_with pepper and salt, 
sprinkle with sugar, turn in a cup- 
ful of rich milk in which an egg 
has been/ beaten, dredge with a 
level teAspoonful of flour mixed 
with tablespoonful of grated 
cheese.; Set in the icebox until 
ready ta bake. This dish also bakes 
inside of‘a half hour. The ham is, 
of course, cooked and prepared the 
day ahead and need only be sliced. 
The eggs may be deviled and each 
wrapped in a bit of waxed paper, 
then placed in a cool place until 
needed. 

The lettuce can be washed -and 


crackers and 


put in a salad bag on the ice ready 


to dish in a moment when needed. 


. Saltines and cream cheese may be 


served with it. For the dessert 
dish a good fruit jelly may be pre- 
pared quickly in the early morning 
and will be jelled and cold ready 
for service. It takes but a few 
minutes to whip the cream in a 
tumbler whipper, and a small bot- 
tle will be all that is needed. About 
the quickest way to make the jelly 
is to slice thinly four bananas; then 
dissolve a package of prepared 
lemon jelly and when it {s cold turn 
it over the fruit. Set away and it 
will take but a minute to unmold 
on sauce plates, and top with the 
whipped cream. 

Now this is really quite a dinner 
to have ready inside of qa half hour, 
but it is no trick at all if the direc- 
tions are followed ,and, of course, 
the table can be laid before leav- 
ing home. Everything done, of 
course, saves time when you get 
to work preparing the dinner. Even 
a hot meat dish may be used itp- 
stead of the ham if prefarred. Sav 
a véal cutlet, chops, steak or cro- 
quettes that have been prepared 
ahead of time can be fried quickly.
